CORONER MAKES HIS REPORT 


Street Cars Caused 71 Deaths and 127 
Persons Killed Themselves Dur- 
ing Year Just Ended. : 


Coroner Funkhouser’s annual report, 
which has been submitted to the mayor, 
shows that 1211 deaths were investigated 
by his office in the year ending March 


1901, as compared with 1152 in the pre- 


vious year. 
Street car killings lead the list of acci- 
dental deaths, with a record of 71 for the 
vear. Steam cars, with 50 deaths, come 
next. From burns 49 died, from acciden- 
tal gunshot wounds 29 and from elevator 
accidents 16. 

During the year 127 suicides occurred, 
four of the number being negroes. Deadly 
weapons and carbolic acid were the fa- 
vorite means of death. There were 1i4 
homicides, 78 being white persons and 36 
negroes. Gunshot wounds caused 82 of 
these deaths. 

The coroner deplores the practice of car- 
rying deadly weapons and recommends the 
expenditure of at least $1000 in renovating 
the morgue, which, he says, is not ade- 
quate to present requirements.

COURT BARS OUT THE WOMAN’S

Defense Not Permitted to Tell the Jury 
Kennedy’s. Admission to Friends 
That He Had Wronged 
the Girl.

She moved away to the oth- 
er ccrner of the table and kept her face 
buried. Cccasionally her arms and shoul- 
ders twitched ang her shoe tapped the 
floor constantly. She was dressed entire- 
ly in white, except her hat of blue and 
white and « band of black silk ribbon 
about her «sek.

Mary O’Brien, her friend, and Mrs. Sena 
aoerey Mrs. Torrey was Mrs. Ketcham's 
housekeeper when she resided at 3421 In- 
diana avenue, where Mr. Ketcham. died, 
Nov. 13, 1897. 

Dazzling the Guests 
of the Grand Pacific. 


Since coming to Chicago for the purpose 
ot defending the suit Mrs. Ketchain has 
sore gem apartments at the Grand Pacific 
hotel, where her beauty, dazzling jewels 
and gowns, her carriage and magnificent 
style of living have not passed unnoticed 
by the guests of that caravansary. She 
wore no jewelry of any account today. 

A brooch and a bracelet only were vis- 
ible. Her white-gloved hands were busied 
with a fan which she waved uninterrupted- 
ly. Her brunette head was adorned with a 
black hat which the bailiff at the door said 
was “polished off with some white roses 
and grass."” She wore a veil, too, but it 
didn't hide her countenance or dim the flash 
of her black, expressive eyes.

GEN. SHAFTER DEFENDS REGU- 
LAR ARMY OFFICERS. 


SAYS NO DISHONESTY EXISTS 


Army Supplies Found in Possession of 
| Dealers Were Bought From the 
Enlisted Men. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 13.—Speaking of 
the alleged extensive frauds in disposing 
of miiltary supplies supposed to have been 
stolen, Gen. Shafter said: 

“IT am of the opinion that the goods found 
by the police were purchased from the sol- 
diers passing in and out of this port. More 
than 60,000 men have passed through this 
port during the war. If one man in every 
ten of these soldiers sold to dealers a pair 
of shoes 6000 pairs would thus be placed in 
the hands of outsiders. The same rule ap- 
plies to shirts and blankets. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that 
having government property wrongfully in 
their possession can be prosecuted on a 
charge of felony and given a sentence of 
from one to five years’ confinement, there 
are plenty of men willing to take the 
chance. The goods are first class and can 
be purchased from the soldiers at a ri- 
diculously low figure. 

“Soldiers can be prevented from selling 
the stuff. In disposing of it he leaves him- 


self short. The officer who issues to the 
men inquires as to the quantity of goods 
he has in his possession. If the officer 
thinks he is amply supplied he refuses to 
issue the goods the soldier asks for. In this 
manner the enlisted man is prevented from 
drawing more than he needs. 

“In my opinion, the police and federal 
authorities are exposing a system of petty 
thieving. Owing to the large number of 
men these petty dealers have had oppor- 
tunity to deal with, their thievery has 
grown to larger proportions than it other- 
wise would have. 

“The military authorities have now neth- 
ing to do with the affair, other than the 
seizure of government goods found in the 
possession of civilians, the ssesyion of 
which cannot be satisfactorily accounted 
for. The detection and prosecution of these 
dealers rests with the civil and federal au- 
thorities and I hope they make a success

Sir David Barbour, formerly finance min- 
ister for india, whe was cormuinissioned tc 
report upon the taxable capacity of these 
mines advised Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain to levy $175.000,000, but Mr. Cham- 
berlain, after consultation with Lord Milner, 
incrensed the maximum in the amount 
Stated. 

Barbour’s report is awaited here with the 
keenest interest in political and financia! 
circles. 

This recommendation, when it comes 
known here, is certain to cause consterna- 
tion among the Kaffir stockholders. who 
fancied that the idea of taxing ¢he mines, 
which are mostly owned in England, had 
been abandoned. 

As these very gold mines were the real 
underlying cause of the war, many have 
maintained that their British owners should 
be made to bear a large share, at least, cf 
its heavy burden.

BEARING ON MOLINEAUX CASE. 


Discrediting of Handwriting Experts 
in Oklahoma to Be Used in New York. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., June 13.—Gen. Moll- 
neaux, father of Roland Molineaux. now in 
prison in New York under death sentence, 
has sent for a transcript of the evidence in 
the Boggs case which has just: been settled 
here. It is believed that the discrediting 
of handwriting experts in this case may 
have a bearing on the Molineaux case. 

Three years ago a number. of registered 
packages containing money were stolen 
from the postoffice at Shawnee, O. T., but 
were found several days later in the letter 
box, with the admonition written on one 
for the postmaster not to be so careless 
next time. The package had been opened, 
but no money was missing. George Boggs 
was arrested, charged with tampering with 
the mail, and upon the testimony of Stenry 
Tollman, a handwriting expert of Chicago, 
was convicted and sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary, the expert swearing that the 
handwriting upon the packages was Boggs’. 
Boggs fought the case up to the Supreme 
Court, and lost, and, “Mh. Bn in health and 
fortune, he was preparing to go to the peni- 
tentiary, when Thomas Lovelady, a clerk 
in the Tecumseh postoffice, confessed to 
having stolen the packages. 

Boggs was at once granted a new trial 
and completely exonerated.

The general type is akin to that of the express 
horse—a short-backed, short-legged, deep-ribbed, 
smoothly turned horse, weighing in the neignbor- 
hood of 1250 pounds, with plenty of bone and not 
too much daylight under him, and with a good 
degree of snap and activity about him. The 
owners of these horses are subsidized by the 
British vernment at so much per head per year 
being dia by the war office for the right to draft 
the animals on sbori notice for military service.
